To pursue tho vocation of a telegraph- 


roriuiror ono must not be a weaklinjf. 
He must possess a strength which will . 
cope with great bodily labor. He must: 
have an endurance which enables him' 
to resist the stormy elements. He must, 
have nerves fivm-bracetl as steel, strong 
as the wires he climbs among', suulfrom. 
whose coignc of vantage he surveys the' 
earth, eighty feet below his porch. The; 
clear-eyed young fellows who nimbly- 
swing themselves about in the net-work 
of wires which span the city streets are 
all this. Their profession makes ath- 
letes of thorn. It is a school of physical 
training unsurpassed by any bookish 
methods. They are natives of the pure 
opcu air. They are walkers, lifters,, 
climbers, carriers. Not a muscle in 
their bodies but is nurtured and devel- 
oped by their work. 
Symmetry of 


form, grace of bearing, lightness of step 
follo\v"naturally. The boon that thou- 
sands seek in vain—health, robust, 
bounding, magnificent health—is theirs; 
tho concomitant of a splendid strength,: 
which defies and dissipates the terrors 
of tho wintry tempest. 
There are in 


Chicago, employed by the telegraph 
and telephone companies, about two 
hundred repairmen. 
Beginning with 


the laborers, who are employed from 
day to day, they range thro ugh various 
degrees of skill, till the lirst-class line- 
man is reached. He is a combination 
of trades. Ho can walk with a profes- 
sional pedestrian, unlike the latter, car- 
rying a weight of heavy tools and wire, 
aver rough ground, through all weath- 
ers, at a pace and for a distance which 
calls for the expenditure of more physi- 
cal force than the hippodrome walker, 
puts into his spurts. The Urst-class: 
line-man is something of a carpenter,- 
also. Ho carries an auger, a saw and a 
hatchet, tools simple enough, but suffi- 
cient for his work. With them he can 
splice a piece onto a broken pole, or, if 
it be leveled, improvise a new one out 
of a convenient tree. In .the bolt about 
his waist is a pair of plycrs, clamps :i 
wvcnch, and some binding wires. With 
these ho reduces the troubles which in- 
terrupt his aerial lines of communica- 
tion. His vigilant eye quickly detects' 
the "cross," or "swing," or "escape^ 
for which ho is searchiho-. These diffi- 
culties are usually caused by a ^wire be- 
ing torn from an insulator. 
Two hun- 


dred feet of iron, wire is a heavy weight, 
but to the line-man's strong arms it is a 
triQo. Ho climbs the pole, hauls up the 
swinging truant, pulls in its resisting 
length to a tension, and fastens it to its 
proper insulator. This he can do un- 
assisted. It is the simplest part of his 
labors. But when the wind has torn.1 
bunches of wire away from their fasten- 
ings and stretched them on the ground 
for miles, and when sometimes the rain 
and the frost have incased them in 
sheathings of ice, then, the arduous part 
of his profession comes 
into play.. 


BuiYetccl by the snow and tho rain he 
must dig the wire out of its frozen cov- 
erings. With the thermometer far be- 
low y.cro, the line-man must toil through 
the day smashing, the ice with his 
hatchet, climbing swaying polcs.spliijing 
and resetting. The wind howls around

The city line-man must 
know something of telegraphy. He

.elicate instruments. In Chicago his 
erritorv covers a circle which touches 
Cnglewood on tho south, Evanslon, on 
hiTnorth and Hinsdalo on the west.

Each one of the innumer- 
able wires crossing and dividing it must 
bo labeled in his mind, its destination, 
lumber and particular use fresh in his 
nemory.

He raa> 
sit through the laggard hours smokins 
iiis pipo, ruminating on tho mystoriou 
giant-force which traverses the swaying 
steel cords above his head with a swiftr- 
ness of thought and a power that might

He comes to know tho starry con-

His is not to listen to 


hose voices, but to the mutterings of 
ho thunder cloud, to detect danger 
ind destruction in the softly sighing 
vind. His duty is to be a sentinel and 
\ o-uard. A simple soul, a type of duty, 
veil he does his work.—Chicago News.
